|CONTROLS ON STEEL FOR 


| CONSTRUCTION ARE BROADENED 


Controls on the use of steel for 
construction have been broadened 
to assure supplies for essential pro- 
jects. Order No, 3, issued on Feb. 
ruary 9 restricts the use of steel 
for a wide range of construction. 
Order No. 1 which was issued last 
December, remains in effect until 
March 1, 1951, when order No. 3 re- 
places it. This extension is due to 
the increasing requirements of 
Steel for urgent projects which are 
essential for the preparedness pro- 
gram. 

Order No. 1 restricted the use of 
Steel for a few types of construction, 


such as places of amusement, 
entertainment or recreation; con- 
struction for the merchandising; 


Storage, manufacturing or precess- 
ing of liquors, spirits, beer or wine; 
| construction for the manufacturing 
[or processing of tobaccos, cigarets,

GOES THE GLITTER

Ottawa is now planning to take 
the gleam and. glitter off more 
things than automobiles, reports the 
Financial Post. It states: “Back to 
austerity in many ways of consum.- 
er goods, especially durable goods 
like refrigerators, stoves and fur- 
naces, is a control order just over 
the horizon, Product simplification 
|in several industries can be expect- 
ed soon after the Government gets 
its new over-all control powers. 

“This will mean the end “for the 
duration” of de luxe models in 
household appliances, some home 
fixtures; likely will limit the range 
of goods available in the textiles, 
paper and paper products fields. 

“The durable goods’ industries 
Will be hit first. Here the basic raw 
materials are already in short sup. 
ply and in most cases firms are al- 
ready planning toward fewer mod- 
els with the frills removed. 

“How soon other industries will 
feel the pinch depends on urgency 
of military demand. 

“The plan envisages not only 
simplification of design, eliminat- 
ing frills, but possibly, standardiza- 
tion of parts production.”

PLAN EARLY ACTION 
ON DRIVERS TESTS 


Progress is being made on plans 
to institute adequate tests of first 
applicants for drivers’ licenses in 
Alberta, according to provincial 
government officials. 

fecently, it was reported that a 
plan involving such tests had been 
submitted to the provincial cabinet 
tor consideration, It is expected to 
cover not only those making appli- 
cation for drivers’ licenses for the 
first time but also those involved 
in accidents during the year. 

Taking definite action on improv 
ed safety facilities the provincial 
government has had 12. highway 
safety signs erected at main road 
intersections on the outskirts of Ed. 
monton, Calgary, Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge. 

The purpose of these signs is to 
impress on motorists when leaving 
cities of the need of careful driving 
and observance of railway crossing 
signs and traffic regulations, These 
are illuminated signs, 10 by 25 feet 
in size, providing another major 
factor in the fight against high- 
way accidents,
